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Posible pérdida de servicios por recortes en el presupuesto

San José, CA — La crisis 
económica que afecta al país no 
ha pasado por alto la Ciudad de 
San José y los posibles recortes al 
presupuesto que se manejan a la 
fecha hablan de la cantidad de $116 
millones de dólares y entre otros 
daños la pérdida de 900 empleos en 
la ciudad. De estos 117 pertenecen 
al Departamento de Parques, Re- 
creación y Servicios (Parks, Recrea- 
tion and Neighborhood Services 
Department (PRNS), por sus siglas 
en inglés) a la Comunidad y 38 de 
ellos pertenecen a los 21 Centros 
Comunitarios Satélites que se han 
de cerrar, además de los seis Centros 
Comunitarios Principales. 

La idea es la de ahorrarse poco 
más 0 menos cinco millones de 
dólares. Para esto, se reducirán a 12 
los que manejan el PRNS y tener 10 
centros o “hubs” por cada uno de los 
Distritos en los que se divide la Ciu- 
dad, uno que es manejado a manera 
de empresa que es el de Edenvale 
y al usar este modelo se espera la 
recuperación del 100% de la inver- 
sión para el año 2011-2012, con la 
participación de pocos empleados 
que pertenezcan a la Ciudad, y man- 
tener el Centro Comunitario Grace, 
donde se reducirá al personal, pero 
se mantendrán los servicios de salud 
mental, nutricionales, terapéuticos y 
de recreación. 

También se cerrarán 21 Centros 
Comunitarios Satélites (Moreland 
West, Washington United, River 
Glen, Shirakawa, Paul Moore, West 
San Jose, Starbird, Gardner, Alviso, 
Berryessa Youth Center, Alum Rock 
Youth Center, Millbrook, Kirk, Al- 
maden Winery, Calabazas, McKin- 
ley, Noble House, Noble House 
Modular Neighborhood Center, 
Erickson, Hoffman/Via Monte, y 
Vista Park) a lo largo y ancho de 
la Ciudad que afectarán a todos los 
estratos sociales y se les ubicará 
dentro del programa de re-uso. 

“La comunidad en estos mo- 
mentos se encuentra desorientada 
como resultado de esta noticia”, 
comentó América Aguirre, Di- 
rectora del Centro Comunitario 
Juvenil Unificado Washington, “la 
gente está interesada en buscar 
las formas de participar para tratar 
de salvar el centro Comunitario”, 
afirmó. Caridades Católicas (Catho- 
lic Charities of Santa Clara County) 
es la organización no lucrativa que 
se encarga de manejar el centro 
“pero la mayoría del personal es 
dependiente de la Ciudad de San 
José, así que Caridades Católicas 
por sí sóla no puede hacerse cargo

del centro”, acotó Aguirre. “Los 
grandes perdedores somos todos 
en la comunidad. No existe en 
esta área un gran parque donde los 
jóvenes y adultos puedan acudir y 
hacer ejercicio. Para eso nos tienen 
a nosotros. Si lo cierran, no quiero 
pensar en el crecimiento del índice 
de criminalidad de la zona”, se 
lamentó Aguirre. 

Muchos programas se van a 
perder, en caso de que el Centro 
Washington sea cerrado, como 
clases de inglés como segundo 
idioma, ballet folklórico, terapia 
para jóvenes de ambos sexos, un 
lugar de información y eventos para 
varias organizaciones pro-migran- 
tes, clases para ser mejores padres 
“son muchas las actividades que 
tenemos y que son en beneficio de 
la comunidad y que se van a perder”, 
afirmó Aguirre. 

Por su parte, Joaquín Parra Jr., 
que trabaja para el Centro Wash- 
ington, y que dado los recortes se 
ven en peligro de pasar a engrosa 
las filas del desempleo, reconoce el 
peligro para los jóvenes el hecho de 
que se cierre el Centro. “Hay mu- 
cha violencia a nuestro alrededor. 
Gracias al Centro los jóvenes y las 
familias tenían un lugar de ayuda 
y de programas de beneficio y los 
van a perder. Creo que es injusto 
que los políticos nos den primero 
para quitarnos después. Hace años la 
comunidad pidió la Biblioteca Lati- 
noamérica y la creación del Centro. 
Ahora 10 6 11 años después, se los 
quieren quitar. Eso es un retroceso”, 
afirmó. “Esperamos que la gente 
participe en las actividades que 
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estamos diseñando para tratar de 
evitar que se cierre el Centro. Que se 
comuniquen con el representante del 
Distrito 3 y con el Alcalde. Sólo con 
la participación de todos, tal vez, lo- 
gremos que no lo cierren. Que vean 
que es a las familias con más nece- 
sidades a las que están afectando”, 
expresó América Aguirre. 

Y no sólo el cierre de estos 
centros comunitarios afectarán a la 
comunidad. También la suspensión 
de apoyo económica a las Orga- 
nizaciones de Base Comunitarias 
(Community Based Organization 
(CBO, por sus siglas en inglés) 
y ahorrarse un millón de dólares.

munity Services ($64,000); Rohi 
Alternative Community Outreach

Bolivian ruling party wins 
majority of governorships 


_ President Evo Morales’s 
socialist MAS party has won 
the gubernatorial races in five of 
Bolivia's «nine provinces, elec- 
tion officials said Tuesday in 
the first official results from last 
weekend's balloting for regional 
and municipal posts. 

MAS prevailed in the pro- 
vinces of Chuquisaca, La Paz, 
Cochabamba, Oruro and Po- 
tosi, while opposition candidates 
posted clear victories in Santa 
Cruz, Tarija and Beni.

Preliminary tallies confirm 
the victory of opposition candi- 
dates in seven of the 10 largest 
cities.

Peru officially reopens Inca 
citadel of Machu Picchu

The Inca citadel of Machu 
Picchu was reopened to tourists 
on Thursday in a special ceremony 
two months after being temporaril y 
closed due to damage from torrential 
rains. 

Foreign Trade and Tourism 
Minister Martin Perez participated 
in the reopening ceremony in the 
southern region of Cuzco, an event 
that was also attended by U.S. ac- 
tress Susan Sarandon, who arrived 
in Peru last week at the invitation of 
the government. 

Perez said that the Oscar- 
winning actress came with all her 
expenses paid by the Peruvian 
government to promote the tourist 
destination to the world at large. 

Since arriving in Peru, Saran- 
don had visited Lima and the city of 
Puno, on the border with Bolivia. 

Perez estimated that the tem- 
porary closure of the archaeological 
monument had resulted in tourism 
losses of 550 million soles ($192 
million) due to the suspension of 
tour packages for about 60,000 
visitors who had been scheduled 


to come to Peru in February and 
March, the months during which 
the Inca citadel was closed. 

Even so, he said that this situa- 
tion will not hinder Peru in its goal 
of welcoming 2.2 million tourists by 
the end of the year. 

The reopening was also ac- 
companied by rain on Thursday 
morning, but by mid-morning the 
sun came out just in time for the ar- 
rival of the first tourists to visit the 
site after the tourism hiatus. 

Transportation and Communi- 
cations Minister Enrique Cornejo 
told RPP radio that the train line 
will be completely repaired by 
June 30, adding that the rains and 
mudslides at the beginning of the 
year had damaged 100 spots along 
the route. 

The tourists who came to Ma- 
chu Picchu on Thursday had to 
travel by bus to the Ollantaytambo 
district, where the Piscacucho train 
station is located, and there they 
took the train the rest of the distance 
to Aguas Calientes, which is just a 
short walk from the citadel. EFE
